Governor Richard B. Russell Sun- 
day approved the petition of metro- 
politan Atlanta for $10,000,000 from 
federal relief funds with which to mod- 
ernize the sewer system of the area, 
and paved the way for forma! sub- 
mission Wednesday of the claim to 
the Reconstruction Fimance Corpora- 
tion, 

ane eee a joint petition asking 
$1,000,000 for Atlanta and Fulton 
county, had been approved and Mayor 
James I.. Key and a party of promi- 
nent Atlantans will offer it at the 
conference at 10 o'clock Wednesday: 
The latter measure provides for di- 
rect relief and work relief. . 

The governor affixed his signature 
in the executive offices when Luke 
Arnold, Kev's secretary, presented it. 
Lawrence Camp, attorney general, was 
in the conference. 

Russell said he was cognizant of 


the imperative need for sewer. reno- | 


vation, and he did not hesitate fo ap- 
prove the petition in the name of the 
state. The state seal is attached to 
the approval, and it is witnessed by 
John Wilson. secretary of state, 
Party to Leave Tuesday. 

Atlanta’s mayor will leave here 
Tuesday morning, accompanied by 
Senator John S. Cohen: George F. 
Longino Jr., chairman of the finance 
committee of the Fulton ceunty com- 
mission; W. E. Mitchell. chairman of 
the mayor's emergency relief commis- 
sion, and A. L. Belle Isle. prominent 
Atlantan who is well known in Wash- 
ington.

Key was designated as spokesman 
at a meeting of officials of interested 
governments held several days ago 
in the senate chamber at the state 
capitol.

WOMAN DRY RAPS 
POLS SUPPORT 
OF HOOVER CAUSE 


Mrs. Nicholson Chal- 
lenges Prohibition Lead- 
er’s Figures on Vote to 
Back Wet G. O. P. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—(4)— 
Mrs. Jesse W. Nicholson, president 
of the National Woman’s Democratic 
Law Enforcement League, made pub- 
Jie today a letter to Dr. Daniel A. 
Poling, chairman of the allied forces 
for prohibition, protesting against a 
request she said had been made for 
a contribution to help re-elect Presi- 
dent Hoover. 


“Your letter,” Mrs. Nicholson wrote: 
“asking me, a constitutional democrat, 
tO assist the allied forces, of which 
you are chairman, in making a con- 
tribution in the campaign for the re- 
election of President Hoover and a 
dry congress when the president is 
running on a dripping wet platform, 
seems to me an insult to my intelli- 
gence, when you know better than 
anyone else the iecided stand | took 
in 1928 against my own party for 
the very self-same program now pro- 
posed by the republican candidate.” 

Mrs. Nicholson expressed “regret 
that you, of all people, should throw 
your support to a wet republican can- 
didate now, when you fought so per- 
sistently in 1928 against a democratic 
candidate whose position was identical 
with that of the candidate you are 
now supporting.” 

“It is unfair,” she continued, “to 
the millions of constitutional demo- 
crats throughout the country who

MEXICO CONGRESS 
PIOKS RODRIGUEZ 
rOR PRESIDENCY 


Former Executive, Ortiz 
Rubio, Leaves for U. S. 
To Spend Several Weeks 
At Hot Springs, Ark. 


MEXICO CITY, Sept. 4.—(4)— 
General Abelardo L. Rodriguez, a 
powerful military figure for many 
years, was elected and inaugurated 
president of Mexico today shortly aft- 
er congress had accepted the resigna- 
tion of Pascual Ortiz Rubio on ac- 
count of “ill health.” 

In the interval between the aeccept- 
ance of his resignation and the in- 
stallation of his successor, retiring 
President Ortiz Rubio left for the 
United States on a special train to 
spend several months at Hot Springs, 
Arkansas. 

He is travelling via Juarez and Bl 
Paso, Texas, because of the destruc- 
tion of the international bridge at 
Laredo. 

A joint session of congress elected 
General Rodriguez to fill out the un- 
expired term of his predecessor and 
a commission was dispatched to bring 
him to the chamber. Accompanied 
by most of the retiring cabinet min- 
isters, he entered and took the oath 
of office while two squadrons of air- 
planes circled overhead. 

Issues Statement. 

Going immediately to the palace, 
President Rodriguez submitted to pho- 
tographers and issued a statement in 
which he said: 

“Naturally, I will continue the same 
friéndly. cordial relations’ with the 
United States that have existed. 

“I have been highly honored by 
congress by appointment as_ substi- 
tute constitutional president of Mex- 
ico to complete the term. I will do 
all possible that is necessary to com- 
ply with my duties, 

“I will form a serious national gorv- 


ernment “whith will be ¢haracterized’

Fish Peddler, Rescued From Private Detectives 
After 76 Days’ Captivity, Says He Knows 
Absolutely Nothing.

| JOHNSTOWN, Pa., Sept. 4.—() 
Federal, state and count? investiga- 
tors tunighi are pondering the lengthy 
story of Garret Schenck, 46, Hopewell, 
N. J., fish peddler, who says he was 
held captive by a private detective for 
16 days following the Lindbergh kid- 
naping. 

Found yesterday in a mountain cab- 
in, just across the Somerset county 
line, Schenck was brought to John- 
stowns city hall, and questioned un- 
til almost dawn. 

He said he never had seen the 
Lindbergh baby, but added with a 
broad grin that he “had met” Colonel 
Lindbergh and his wife. 

“That was when they were laying 
the foundation for their place in 
Hopewell—they never bought any fish 
from me,” he explained. 

Pudgy and affable, Schenck sat at 
a long table, and talked for hours last 
night with special agents of the 
United States bureau of investigation 
and officials of Cambria and Cleai- 
field county. 

Later he was removed to Clearfield 
by Sheriff Ira McCloskey of that 
county. 

McCloskey said he intends to “lay

he was kept under close guard. 

“I wasn't allowed to read the news- 
papers and T wasn't permitted to write 
to my folks. They wouldn't let me 
get a haircut.

THROW SUPPORI 
BEHIND VON PAPEN 


180,000 Steel Helmets 
Stage Great Demonstra- 
tion of Loyalty to Junk- 
er Chancellor.

BERLIN, Sept. 4.—()—One hun- 
dred and ninety-five thousand members 
of the Nationalist Steel Helmet, act- 


ing for a million or more German 
World War veterans, today aligned 
themselves behind the junker govern- 
ment of Chancellor Franz Von Papen 
in the most brilliant military display 
since the days of Kaiser Wilhelm. 

In a gigantic parade at Templehof 
airdrome they indicated by their sol- 
dierly bearing and implicit obedience 
to commands that they could capably 
swell the ranks of the reichswehr if 
and when Germany completes her te- 
gotiations for modification of the Ver- 
sailles treaty. 

From 5:30 to 10:30 in the morning 
seemingly endless columns of Steel 
Helmeters moved from every direction 
upon Tempehlof to hear Franz Seldte 
rlead for patriotism, unity and, love 
fof their fellowmen, and to see Theo- 
dore Duesterberg dedicate hundreds 
of new flags to units just formed. 
Seldte and Duesterberg are co-leaders 
of the organization. 

Battalions in Review. 

For six hours following these cere- 
monies the airdrome resounded to the 
tramp of marching feet as battalion 
after battalion passed in review be- 
fore Chancellor Von Papen, Defense 
Minister Kurt Von Schleicher, In- 
terior Minister Wilhelm Von Gayl, 
and other cabinet members iti the uni- 
forms of reichswehr generals,

SPLIT ON FUTURE 


Hearst Turns Back on 
New York Mayor for 
Attack on Roosevelt. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—(UP)— 
Belief that James J. Walker, ex- 
mayor of New York, is definitely 
through with politics and that he will 
not be a candidate for the mayoralty 
became increasingly strong over a 
week-end replete with sensational po- 
litical developments. 

The chief results of two days of 
conferences among high officials of 
Tammany and the state party were 
these: : 

1. Mayor Walker himself indicated 
that he needed first of all to regain 
his health, before thinking of a re 
entry into politics. 

2. Tammany’s leaders, including 
John F. Curry and John H. McUCooey, 
were debating the question of running 
Walker as the Tiger's candidate for 
mayor, in the face of revolt from 
minor party leaders. 

3. William Randolph Hearst, strong 
backer of Governor Franklin ; 
Roosevelt, turned his back on Walker, 
despite the fact that he had previously 
urged the mayor to resign “and take 
his case to the people.” 

Complications in the New York 
state democratic quarrel, involving 
five separate factions of the party, 
were increased by the declaration of 
Hearst that as between the Walker- 
Tammany faction. and the Roosevelt 
forces he was supporting the New 
York governor.

Crisp 


BY WILLIAM KEY. 

In Atlanta there is one man who 
is viewing the senatorial contest be- 
tween Charles R. Crisp and Richard 
B. Russell Jr. with more than mere 
political interest. Seventy-nine years 
of. age, William Fort Williams, of 
1069 Juniper street, sees in the con- 
gressman a grandson of an old friend 
who did much to make Atlanta at- 
tractive in the days before the Civil 
War, and in the governor he finds 
the son of a lifelong friend, Chief 
Justice Richard B. Russell. 

Personally friendly to both aspir- 
ants, Mr. Williams has expressed the 
hope that Georgians will remember the 
record of the Crisp family “‘by secur- 
ing the services of Judge Crisp as 


United States senator.” 

Though the Crisp family is widely 
known in Georgia, it is not generally 
remembered that the grandfather of 
Congressman Crisp was a_ brilliant 
English tragedian who came to Amer- 
ica more than a century ago and who 
made his home in Atlanta in 18595. 
Mr. Williams is among those who do 
recall William H. Crisp, progenitor 
of Georgia's congressman. 

Came Here in 1855. 

William H. Crisp, Mr. Williams re- 
lates, came to Atlanta in 1855 as a 
stage star of the caliber of Jobn 
Drew, Joseph Jefferson, the elder 
Booth and other theatrical leaders. 
One of his earliest friends and as- 
sociates was James E. Williams, fa- 
ther of William Fort Williams. 
Speaking of the arrival of the original 
Crisp in Georgia, Mr. Williams says: 

“With his wife and two daughters, 
Mr. Crisp was seeking a life-time io- 
cation between Washington and New 
Orleans, the latter city being the home 
of the famous French opera in Amer- 
ica. My father was laying the foun- 
dation for a home for his business, 
and had bought the lot now known 
as 8-and-10 Decatur street, in the cen- 
ter of the key block in Five Points 
and was seeking a tenant for the up 
per two stories.” 

Thus were met the men, the place 
and the time. Mr. Crisp and Mr. 
Williams, finding that which each

As manager of the Athenum, it was 
William H. Crisp who placed Atlanta 
on the theatrical map. The stage then, 
Mr. Williams recalls, had a faithful 
and serious following in the south, 
and the presence here of such a hip- 
podrome as the Atheneum resulted in 
a noticeable movement to Atlanta of 
the higher classes of citizens from as 
far as Virginia, the Carolinas and 
Mississippi. They came to see Wil- 
liam H. Crisp in such roles as Ham- 
let, Romeo, Othello, Macbeth, Rich- 
ard the Third; and Mrs. Crisp as 
Lady Macbeth, Cordelia; or Miss Jes- 
sie Crisp as Juliet, Ophelia and Des- 
demona and the lighter roles, such 
as “The Merry Wives of Windsor,” 
or “A Midsummer Night’s Dream.” 

Reflecting on the era of the Ath- 
eneum, Mr. Williams said: 

“William H. Crisp did not fail to 
put on the latest attractions, so that 
the Atheneum was a lodestone, at- 
tracting to Atlanta to share in its 
treasures of music, the drama and 
the lighter stage. In his zeal in up- 
building Atlanta, Mr. Crisp perfected 
a publicity department so effective 
that there were few old families of 
Georgia and the surrounding states 
who do not owe much of the high 
ideals instilled into the younger gen- 
erations ‘now on deck’ to the teaching 
by the organization of Mr. Crisp of 
the noble principles of Shakespeare's 
immortal characters during the years 
immediately preceding the war.” 

Joined Confederate Army. 

And when war came, William H. 
Crisp left the footlights for the re- 
crulting camp, entering the service of 
the south as a Georgia soldier, and 
remaining throughout the conflict. 
His family “refugeed” southward in 
the state, and the old Atheneum was 
no more—having contributed to that 
ominous plume of smoke that rose 
over the city on the morning of Sep- 
tember 2, 1864, while hundreds of 
homeless Atlantans trod southward to 
safety. 

“But Mr. Crisp and his family al- 

ready were deeply interested in Geor- 
gia,’ Mr. Williams recalls. “How 
deeply they were interested is splen- 
didly shown by the unexampled serv- 
ices of his family in the records of 
Speaker Charles F. Crisp and his son, 
Judge Charles R. Crisp, the congress- 
man. 
“The people of Atlanta and the 
rest of Georgia can show their recog- 
nition of the name in no more genu- 
inely beneficial way to themselves 
than by securing the services of Judge 
Crisp as United States senator.”

AIR TRANSPORTATION. 
Air lines are declared 


the office of Clarence M. Young, 
assistant secretary for aeronautics 
of the federal department of com- 
merce, 

In an accompanying statement 
figures are given showing a remark- 
ably low per cent of passengers 
killed on American-operated air 
lines during the first half of the 
current year, although a slight in- 
crease is shown for the correspond- 
ing period of 1931. 


During the first six months of 


this year 16 passengers were killed 
in accidents of various kinds which 
occurred while a total of 24,668,- 
414 miles were flown on regular 
schedules, making one passenger 
fatality to each 3,970,000 miles of 
flight. 

The remarkable degree of travel 
safety represented in this record is 
emphasized when it is realized that 
this number of miles represents a 
daily round trip over the 800-mile 
distance between Atlanta and New 
York for a period of approximately 
seven years, 

Commenting on the rapid growth 
during the past six years in the 
nation-wide system of scheduled 
air transport, Secretary Young 
points out that for each of these 
years a substantiat increase in pas- 
sengers, mail and express carried 
and in miles flown has been record- 
ed. He presents figures showing 
that in 1931 a total of 522,345 
passengers were carried, against 
173,405 in 1929; 9,643,211 pounds 
of mail, against 7,772,443, and 
47,386,987 miles flown, against 
25,141,499. The express service 
increased more than 400 per cent. 

Based on figures for the first six 
months of 1932, the increase in the 
various classifications of air service 
will be from 25 to 50 per cent this 
year, it is estimated. 

In view of these accomplish- 
ments, the statement says, “it can- 
not be said that civil aviation in 
the United States has not made 
substantial progress in the com- 


paratively short period of its ex- | 


istence. No. other transport sys- 
tem in existence today can cite a 
Similar initial achievement.” 

Starting far behind Europe in the 
development of air travel, the 
United States has now assumed 
leadership in both civil! and com- 
mercial aviation, an advance defi- 
nitely establishing the important 
part to be played by the new in- 
dustry in the future transport sys- 
tem of the country. : 

Mr. Young warns that it will be 
wise “to avoid restrictive legisla- 
tion of an unwise kind, both state 
and federal,” and urges “some per- 
manency in the arrangement for air- 
mail service be effected in order 
that all transport companies may 
continue to make substantial 
vestments and take such steps as 
are necessary for their orderly 
growth.”

WHY FARM PRICES ARE UP. 

A world of wisdom for the 
farmer {is contained in the state- 
ment of the federal department of 
agriculture that “smaller cash 
crops and relatively large feed 
crops are the important factors in 
the current farm situation.” 


Price rises based on short-crop 
reports will result in the average 
farmer getting more for his small 
cash crops than he would have had 
his production been greater, while 
the money saved through the rais- 
ing of food and feed products he 
formerly bought is just so much 
“velvet.” 


August estimates of the depart- 
ment of agriculture place the aver- 
age yield of cash crops this year 
at 6.5 per cent less than last year 
and 4.6 below the average for the 
last decade. 


Small as the decrease is, it has 
Spelled the difference between cash 
in hand for the farmer this fall 
or a continuation of his hand-to- 
mouth existence of the past three 
years. 


Despite the capacity of his plant, 
no wise manufacturer turns out 
more of his product than he can 
find a market for, because he 
knows a clogged market means fall- 
ing prices. : 


The farmer has the assurance of 
food and shelter, and all that he 
must do to add cash profits to those 
necessities of life is to apply to his 
efforts the same business acumen 
which prevents the mill or mine 
owner from committing the eco- 
nomic folly of overproduction. 


THE INVITATION TO CRIME. 

The failure of law enforcement 
is designated as the chief incentive 
to crime in the United States by 
A. S. Foulkes, pardon and parole 
attorney of Kansas. 

This western state official whose 
duty it is to keep constantly posted 
on crime conditions and the best 
way in which they can be checked, 
feels that “if every man could be 
reasonably sure that he would have 
to pay the penalty if he committed 
a crime, there would be fewer 
crimes committed.” 


On the contrary, he points out, 
“the percentage is very largely in 
favor of the criminal, a large per 
cent of the crimes reported never 
being solved and no one punished 
or the commission of the of- 
fenses.”’ 

According to Freud, “Fear of 
punishment and hope of being 
loved represent the two social reg- 
ulations of human instinctive life.” 
Whether or not fear holds so domi- 
nant a position in the control of 
human emotions, it admittedly in- 
fluences the life of each individual 
as an inhibiting force to a suffi- 
cient extent to be a definite de- 
terrent to crime if law enforcement 
conditions in this country were 
similar to those in other nations. 

Not only has enforcement broken 
down in the United States, but 
where the guilty are arresied the 
technicalities and loopholes of our 
legal system make it possible for 


‘them to regain their freedom and 
continue their law-breaking activi-| 


ties. 

Much of the impotence of our 
law enforcement forces is directly 
attributable to the laxity of our 
court procedure. Given certainty 
of justice in our courts, there can 
be little doubt that the arm of the 
law would be much more effective 
in preventing and detecting crime.

The month of September brings us 
the 18th anniversary of the Battle of 
the Marne. It was on that occasion 
that the German crow. prince, far 
from being upset by the reverse his 
army had suffered, blithely announced 
that the campaign held the promise of 
a “fresh and joyous affair.” 

Never, it is true, was a fresher and 
more joyous affair for the Grim Reap- 
er, grave-diggers, wooden-cross manu- 
facturers and profiteers. The affair 
lasted four years and every American 
who was in Paris toward the close 
of the war will remember that there 
had actually appeared a class of vul- 
ture-like humans who regretted hear- 
tily that the butchery, the fresh and 
joyous affair, had come to an end.

| Health Talks

NEURALGIA, 

In two earlier articles we discussed 
intercostal neuralgia and gave some 
idea of the frequency with which it 
is mistaken for appendicitis, gall- 
stones, kidney colic, colitis, etc. To- 
day we offer suggestions for the re 
lief of this misleading neuralgia of the 
wall of chest or abdomen. Perhaps we 
should explain that the term “parie- 
tal’ refers to the wall, the skin, fat 
and muscles, of the chest and 
abdomen; and the term “intercostal” 
means between the ribs, there being 
f spinal nerve just under the lower 
border of each of the 12 ribs on 
each side of the body, the upper six 
pairs supplying the chest wal] and 
the lower «six pairs the abdominal 
wall and buttocks. 

There is some truth in the aphor- 
ism “Neuralgia is the nerve for better 
blood.” In anemia the nerve cries 
for richer blood; in the toxemia of 
acute infectious illness such gas 
tonsillitis. influenza, and of chronic 
focal infection, the nerve cries for 
purer blood. ‘The _ successful treat- 
ment of parietal neuralgia, especially 
the kind that produces’ spurious 
“heart” pain, most commonly in 
women, requires that the cause of the 
anemia be discovered and remedied 
and the anemia properly treated. 

In many cases the neuralgia is 
caused by some silent or uytrouble- 
some focus of infection about the 
teeth, tonsils, pevic organs or rectum. 
The source of the toxemia must be 
searched out and eradicated or dis- 
infected, though not necessarily by an 
operation, for nowadays the desired 
result may be obtained with dia- 
thermy in many instances where for- 
merely radical surgery was the only 
remedy. 

In chronic parietal neuralgia com- 
plete examination of the stripped pa- 
tient will often disclose scoliosis (iat- 
eral curvature). lordosis (excessive 
swayback) or spinal arthritis. In 
scoliosis, a commonly unrecognized 
condition in children and young 
adults of poor physical education, ove 
leg is shorter, or one hip is higher. 
or one shoulder is higher than the 
other. Sometimes the mere elevation 
of the heel of the short leg by means 
of a lift on the shoe will relieve neu-

All life;.as you know, develops by the multiplication of cells, 
When the male and female reproductive cells unite the resulting em- 
bryo is a microscopic particle so small that it could be lost on the point 


of a needle. 


Yét within this cell are many minute rods called chromosomes. And 
the reproductive cell of each special contains a certain. number of chro- 
mosomes that never varies—wheat 42, monkey 54, man, 48. 

Half of these are furnished by the male, half by the female, and each 
cell contains a complete set arranged in pairs. 

Each pair of chromosomes, male and female lying side by side, is 


destined to become a certain part 


of the mature creature. One pair 


provides the element that becomes eyes, another perhaps, the respiratory 


system or the brain or sex equipment. 


Each of the 24 pairs in the hu- 


man cell contains some particular formation or quality inherited from 


the parent stock. 


But this is not the end of wonders. 


mosomeés are not indivisible units. 


These minute rod-like chro- 
Each is divided into sections called 


“‘genes.’’ And as the chromosomes lie side by side, a gene of one may 


exchange places with a like gene of the other. 


For example, when the 


two chromosomes lie together, the gene that determines the color of 
hair in the male chromosome is exactly opposite the gene that determines 
the color of hair in the female chromosome, and the two may change 


places, 
The result is an oddity. 


The male chromosome contains a female 


part; the female chromosome contains a male part. 
This “crossing over’’ of genes explains the exceptions to Mendel’s 


law of heredity.

General Rodriguez was born May 
12, 1889, in the small town of San 
Jose de Guaymas, Sonora, five miles 
from the port of Guaymas, the son of 
one of the founders of the city of No- 
gales, Mexico. 

The general's boyhood was spent in 
part in the United States. In fact 
he attended school in Nogales, Ariz., 
wher: he became an amateur boxer 
of sorts and a member of the high 
school baseball team. At one time he 
clerked in a store there. 

But fron the moment he entered the 
Mexican army in 1913, he became a 
fighting man. 

It was not until 1925 that he en- 
tered in a prominent way the busi- 
ness * government. President Calles 
name him governor of the northern 
district of lower California. 

In 1931 the Mexican leader ap- 
pointed him to the sub-secretaryship 
of war. 

General Rodriguez in 1929 morse 
the principal role in saving the re- 
public during the serious Escobar 
revolution. 

He was invited to join or head the 
revolution, which was said to have 
been framed at the graveside of the 
fallen Obregon. He not only refused 
but did everything in his power to 
halt the movement. 

Once the storm broke, however, it 
was xtodriguez’s efficient command of 
trou s in the northwest that discour- 
aged the Sonora rebel contingent, and 
brought their activities to a quick halt 
in Chihuahua, 

General Rodriguez is married and 
the father of two sons.

(YDonnell, who won the same race in 
1930, had enough margin to be de- 
clared winner. 

The fliers had continued on their 


course despite the driving rain and

both Mrs. O'Donnell and Mrs. 
completed the eight laps of the 10- 
mile course, 

The women, with visibility almost 
at zero, raced through the rain draw- 
ing gasps of astonishment from ex- 
perienced men pilots who admired 
their skill and nerve but deplored 
the chances they were taking. 

The race was started in a murky 
atmosphere, with Mrs. Hoaizlip first 
to complete the initia] lap. She was 
flying the same low wing monoplane 
her husband used to set a new trans- 
continental record of 10 hours and 19 
minutes last Monday. 

Close on her heels was Miss Klin- 
gensmith in the plane she borrowed 
from Jobn Livingston, Aurora, Ul., 
while Mrs. 0. O’Donnell, winner of 
the event in 1930, was third in a tiny 
white racer belonging to Ben 0. How- 
ard, Kansas City-Chicago mail pilot. 

Mrs. Haizlip, determined to win be- 
cause she has been second every time 
this event has been run, missed a 
pylon in the grayish mist the second 
time around. pulled away. and streak- 
ed by the finish line in third place. 
Mrs. O'Donnell assumed the lead. 

The storm broke when the fliers 
were on the fourth lap when Mrs. 
Haizlip, notwithstanding her handi- 
cap. wrestled the lead away again. 

The field, already filled with small 
lakes from a heavy storm an hour 
before, could not be seen from the 
stands through the driving rain. 

Unable to see, the fliers swung wide 
of the course but continued to main- 
tain their speed until the rain lifted 
on the seventh lap and ground flags 
were waved to stop the race. All 
landed except Mrs. Lund, who con- 
tinued, but the judges had already 
called off the races. 

It was the prettiest flying exhibi- 
tion of the races and James Wedell, 
Patterson, La., builder of the plane 
in which Mrs. Haizlip flew, could do 
nothing but shake his head and say:

Mrs. Maud ‘Tait Moriarty, who 
won the race last year, was forced to 
withdraw this morning because the 
engine in her plane was not behaving 
properly. 

Mrs. O'Donnell averaged 185.476 
miles an hour as compared with 
187.574 miles an hour made last year 
by Mrs. Moriarty. She won $2,250 
and a plaque as her prize. 

Mrs. Haizlip’s average was 185.126 
miles an hour, winning ber $1,250. 
Miss Klingensmith won $750 and 
Mrs. Lund $500.

SOVIET TIGHTENS 
COMMUNAL RULES 


BY STANLEY P. RICHARDSON. 

MOSCOW, Sept. 4.— (®) — The 
soviet government moved to consoli- 
date its collectivization gains today 
by decreeing that peasants leaving 
collective farms cannot regain the land 
they contributed to the communal en- 
terprise. 

While members of collective farms 
were not in fact forbidden to reas- 
sume their individualities as peasants, 
strong pressure against such action 
was exerted by provisions restricting 
them to fre 'state areas’ and forbid- 
ding the alteration of collective farm 
boundaries with a view to regainiog 
their original plots. 

The fact that free state land would 
likely be a great distance removed 
from a given collective farm probably 
will act as a deterrent on those who 
otherwise might consider returning to 
individual farming. ‘The decree was 
issued by the central executive com- 
mittee of the communist party and the 
council of people’s commissars and 
was designated to “create a stable land 
ownership in collective farms.” It 
declared that instances had been noted 
where peasants had abandoned the 
communal farms and had been given 
back their original land, resulting in 
a reduction in size of the projects. 

The decree gave no indication of the 
extent of the movement but its very 
issuance suggested the trend might 
have assumed proportions which the 
goverument considered harmful! to the 
progress of the collectivization pro- 
gram. 

One of the main inducements offered 
to peasants to join the farms is a 
privileged status to purchase such 
manufactured articles as clothing, 
shoes and household goods. But the 
government's inability so far to pro- 
vide these in sufficient quantities for 
rural needs is responsible for some 
dissatisfaction in the peasantry. 

The measure also pointed out many 
cases in which arts of collective 
farms arbitrarily had been taken over 
by state farms and stronger collec- 
tive farms had been encroached on by 
weaker ones. 

Such infringement of the borders of 
the farms in the future was prohibit- 
ed except with special permission, and 
an increase in their sizes by the addi- 
tion of new members was forbidden 
without a three-fourths vote of the 
memberships.

LONDON, Sept. 4—(UP)—Great 
Britain's financia] and industria] cir- 
cles today openly charged the govern- 
ment with artificially prolonging the 
econou'* depression. 

These charges, directed chiefly at 
Chancellor of Exchequer’ Neville 
Chamberlain. contended that recovery 
was hindered by a policy which, since 
July 1. has virtnally been reserving 
for the government all the benefits of 
the present era of cheap money. 

The adverse effects, critics pointed 
out, include: 

1. Due to lack of attractive British 
industrial issues, British idle money 
in finding its way to other financial 
centers, especially to Wall Street 
where it can be more profitably em- 
ploved. 

2. Industrial enterprises which need 
capital fur expansion and reorganiza- 
tion to be able to benefit fully from 
anticipation of trade revival are dis- 
couraged. 

Conversion Projects. 

The situation has arisen from the 
governments conversion projects. 
Economists agreed that cheap money 
was the aftermath of every previous 
depression and that it also served as 
tue most important instrument in 
overcoming depression by encouraging 
indust.y to undertake new capital en- 
terprises. 

However. when Chamberlain 
launched the recent 5 per cent war 
_loun conversion, one of the largest 
financial projects of its type ever un- 
dertaken, the government asked other 
borrowers to postpone launching stock 
or bond issues until the conversion 
| was. completed. 

The request by Chamberlain had 
the effect of an absolute embargo. 

At present, it has been indicated 
that the embargo. will be continued 
until the government has successfully 
floated what probably will be a 425,- 
000.000 pounds treasury bond issue 
with interest from 2 per cent to 3 1-4 
per cent. The issue may be floated 
within three months to secure funds 
with which to redeem about 150,000,- 
000 pounds in 5 per cent war loans 
whicin were not converted, as well as 
140.000.000 pounds 4 1-2 per cent 
treasury bonds and 13,000,000 pounds 
4 1-2 per cent war loan—all to be 
redeemed December 1. 

In addition, there are 115,000,000 
pounds 5 per cent treasury bonds re- 
deemable . Feberuary 1. after’ three 
months’ notice which is anticipated 
November 1. 4 

Adverse Effects of Policy. 

This embargo certainly has enabled 
the government to reduce the annual 
nations! debt eharge of about 28,- 
‘%),000 pounds, representing about 
3 1-2 per cent of the budget. But fi- 
nancial circles this week-end h-ve 
unitec in pointing out the adverse ef- 
fects of the policy. 

They also called attention to the 
fact that the policy prevents flota- 
tion of foreign issues in the London 
market.

Officials and 
Coaches Agree 
On Rule ‘Rubs’

When coaches and officials get to- 
gether on two highly controversial 
points in one and the same day, they 
usually call it a success, 

That was their opinion Sunday 
when they came to a mutual under- 
standing on the two “big rubs” cre- 
ated by the latest football rule changes 
for the proteétion of players—namely, 
the use of hands by defensive linemen 
and the flying tackle and block. 

After a lively discussion in the 
afternoon session of the Southern 
Football Officials’ Association, a mo- 
tion was instigated by Coach W. A. 


Alexander, of Tech, whereby all line- 
men of the defensive team would be 
considered within the bounds of pro- 
priety and correctness so long as they 
kept their hands in front of them 
when the ball was in play. This was 
the outgrowth of considerable confu- 
sion over what was constituted “‘strik- 
ing” and simply “warding off” an 
opponent. 

Moon Ducote first made a motion 
that all linemen be required by offi- 
cials to keep their hand«’ to the fore- 
front during play, but this was con- 
sidered legislation beyond authority 
of the body, so Coach Alexander of- 
fered the substitute motion reading 
in effect that linemen be considered 
within their rights and not liable to 
penalty so long as such a position of 
the hands indicated prima facie evi- 
dence that there was no intention of 
striking |

As Dutra strolled to the clubhouse 
te receive his crown, the record books 
showed he had conquered perfect: fig- 
ures by 19 holes in his full six-day 
196-hole campaign of the big profes- 
sional championship show, over what 
every contestant said was played on 
some of the trickiest greens in the 
country. 

In his stirring three week campaign, 
which fietted him the Metropolitan and 
North Shore Chicago open titles and 
the professional crown Dutra played 
exactly 304 holes in 31 shots under 
par. If there is an equal of that rec- 
ord. President Charles Hall, of the 
Professional Golfers’ Association of 
America would like to hear about it. 

Today’s match was a sizzler from 
the first tee shot until the thirteenth 
green where Walsh began hitting wild 
tee shots and the big Castilian drew 
away to a three-hole lead. 

Walsh, regarded as one of the rank- 
est outsiders to reach the finals in 
several years, matched Dutra shot for 
shot, birdie for birdie, outdrove him, 
most of the way except when a big 
wind fought back against them, and re- 
peatedly smacked iron’ shots’. that 
would have routed most any campaign- 
er. Three times, Dutra bagged a birdie 
on the 33-hol jaunt and as many 
times did Walsh match them. 

Dutra, in his victory today, became 
the first medalist in the history of the 
tournament to win the championship 
along with some of the greatest shot- 
makers of professional gdlf in the wave 
of upsets that shook the tournament 
and saw seven overtime matches.

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NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—Wall Street 
begins the new week with the finan- 
cial and business perspectives brighter 
than fur more than two years, 

Evidence is now coming to hand 
of improvement in the basic indus- 
tries, particularly in the steel and 
motor industries. Operations of the 
Carnegie Steel Company, important 
subsidiary of the United States Steel 
Corporation, will be doubled — this 
week, the schedule calling for a 
speeding up of operations from 20 per 
cent of capacity to 40 per cent. 

This increase in operations of the 
Carnegie company's plants suggests 
the probability that the unfilled ton- 
nage figures of the United States 
Steel Corporation, to be made public 
next Saturday, will show an appre: 
clable increase the first improvement 
in more than a year. 

While the improvement in the mo- 
tor industry has not been sensational, 
the mere fact that there is a better 
inquiry for motor cars indicates that 
the trend in that industry has been 
reversed. This betterment is also 
significant in view of the fact that 
it comes at a time of the year when 
the motor business is usually.at its 
lowest ebb. 

PUBLIC BUYING. 

There is also evidence that the pub- 
lic is coming into the stock market 
in increasing numbers. A_ substan- 
tial amount of the buying is for cash, 
as may be deduced from,the fact that 
the Boston branch of one of the larg- 
est brokerage houses in the country 
during August received $665,000 - in 
currency from customers who © pur- 
chased securities. This is most un- 
usual and it is the belief of the firm 
that most of the money came ow of 
caches in which the people hid their 
monev during the worst of the de- 
pression. 

Because of the substantial amount 
of cash buying. together with the 
purchases 


by wealthy people, the 
brokerage loans have failed to ‘shew 
any appreciable expansion since the 
beginning of the recovery in the stock 
market. Brokers’ loans last week 
were down $10.000.000 for the week 
and are only $24.000,000 above the 
low record volume.

The foreign group was somewhat 
mixe The Germans improved when 
the international banks renewed the 
$90,000,000 reichsbank credit. The 
Italians also firmed, as did the Ar- 
gentines and Australians, Japanese 
issues continued rather heavy. 


COTTON GOODS SALES 
AGAIN IN BiG VOLUME 


— 


NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—Sales of 
cotton goods last’ week’ wete again in 
large volume. For the first time In 
over three years cotton mills have re- 
duced their stocks to: a_ reasonable 
level. This has been accomplished in 
many cases by a willingness on their 
part to sell below replacement cost. 

Prices of cotton goods today are 
the highest they have been since the 
g. ernment crop estimate of August 
8 and yet in many cases these prices 
do not represent the full cotton ad- 
vanee, Now that the mills have sold 
sufficient merchandise to keep them 
busy for a few months, it is not rea- 
sonable to suppose that they will be 
willing to sell further ahead at pre- 
vailing prices. 

Because of this liquidation of stocks 
and also ‘because a continuous opera- 
tion has been assured for a limited 
tim: at’ least. there is every reason 
why mills should persist in their ef- 
forts to get a better level of prices. 
In our last letter reference was made 
to Red Cross purchases which have 
now begun to come -into the market 
+ yvoluome, Although these purchases 
earry witl them the requirement that 
the merchandise be sokl at cost, many 
mills are showing a willingness to take 
a good portion of this business. Nat- 
urall as an appreciable part of their 
machinery becomes occupied with Red 
Cross non-profit orders, leaving a 
smaller volume for the general trade, 
the need for a profit on the remaining 
nortion is all the more apparent. 

As private estimates for the next 
cotton bureau report begin to come 
in. they indicate a continued and in- 
creasing damage to the crop and we 
therefore believe that mills will be less 
likely to enter into large commitments 
until after the next government bu- 

mu report on September 8&8. 

The increase in prices of all farm 
commodities assures tremendous in- 
creased purchasing power by the 
farmers which should have a very 
cirect effect on a con- 
sumption of cotton goods.

Close of Summer Dull Period 
Finds Business Clouds Fading

NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—(#)—Signs 
of expanding\ business during the past 
week, leading up to the Labor Day 
holiday which marks the end of the 
vacation season, served to boost opti- 
mism a few more notches. 

A sharp gain in freight car load- 
ings, and preparations for quickening 
operations in steel and other indus- 
tries after the holiday, strengthened 
the hope that Labor Day may mark 
an important turning point. and ris- 
ing security and commodity markets 
in the last half of the week instilled 
further cheer into business sentiment. 

The gain in freight car loadings as 
reported for the week ended August 
27 amounted to 19.531 cars over the 
previous week, a sharp increase in 
that week is a normal sexsonal ex- 
perience, and on a percentage basis. 
the increase this time was fully up 
to the seasonal normal. in contrast 
to a disappointingly small gain in the 
like period of last vear. 

Electrie power producticn, as _ re- 
ported for the same week, showed a 
sight increase, and  whiie it was 
barely up to the gain eapected in 
normal times, it was the first time 
that Week had experienced a_ gain 
since 1929. Some shoe factories were 
placed on full time production, here 
and there railroads recalled shop 
workers or.train crews, and textiles 
were still a distinctly bright spot. 
with both production and prices mak- 
ing further gains. 

Possibly the brightest spots on the 
horizon were indications of early im- 


provement in steel operations. which 
have been lagging dismally with pro- 
duction near the extreme low point 
of the entire depression at 13 per 
cent of capacity during the past 
week, 

In usually well-informed _ steel 
trade circles, the belief was express- 
ed with a rimg of conviction § that 
Myron C. Taylor's recent encouraging 
statement might soon win the con- 
firmation of actual performance. The 
United States Steei Corporation's 
chairman said that buying, in his 
opinion. “could not be lIeng defer- 
red.” And last week there were au- 
thorities within the industry who 
were willing to forecast that steel 
production before the end of the com- 
ing week might reach 18 per cent. 

The automobile industry which has 
been sleepily leading a hand-to-mouth 
existence, stirred slightly... It was re- 
ported that some makers experienced 
a fairly brisk improvement in orders 
in the last half of August. 

In the south, where “cotton is 
king,” there was vratification over 
the sharp upward whirl of cotton 
prices. Live stock. food products and 
grain prices also moved furward, with 
their resulting increases in farmer 
purchasing power, and the wholesale 
commodity price index of the Annalist 
advanced to-its highest point of the 
year. The gain was a notable per- 
formance and carried the index to a, 
point where it is now about midway 
between the bottom point touched 
last June and the level where it rest- 
ed one year ago.
